UNFAILING LOVE - WEEK 4 



Talking through the message throughout & during the week with your Hope Team, family or friends, will 
help you turn what God is saying to you into action steps as you move forward. Begin with the key ques- 
tions & scriptures & feel free to add any additional scriptures or questions that you may come up with or 
think about during your conversation. Be sure to wrap up in prayer & decide on Next Steps. 

With your Bible or YouVersion, read Hosea 1:1-11 & Hosea 2:1-15. 

These passages tell the story of Hosea. God told Hosea to marry a prostitute named Gomer. Un- 
fortunately, Gomer cheated on Hosea & bore children with other men. In chapter 2, God re- 
sponds to Gamer's unfaithfulness first with righteous anger & then with unfailing love & for- 
giveness. 

• In what ways does our society train people towards divorce? 

• What are some changes you can make that will prepare you for a successful marriage whether you 
are currently single, married, or divorced? 

• The most common marriage misconception is thinking what I'm missing is better than what I have. 
How have you experienced that misconception in your own relationships & what were the results? 

• The story of Hosea & Gomer is a picture of what spiritual adultery looks like. What are some ways 
you have been unfaithful to God? What will be your next steps towards restoring that relationship? 

Read Hosea 3:1 & 10:12. 

God tells Hosea in these verses to forgive his wife & show her the same faithfulness that God 

shows towards us. 

• How has God demonstrated His unfailing love towards you when you have been unfaithful to Him? 

• How do you tend to deal with a loved one who has wronged you in some way? 

• Describe how you can better model God's faithfulness & forgiveness in your own relationships. 



Next Steps 

Here are some specific things you can do this week to 
help you have a stronger marriage or prepare for a mar- 
riage that honors God. 

• Spend time with your spouse writing a vision state- 
ment for your marriage based on faith in God not just 
your personal goals. Put this written document where 
you can see it on a regular basis. 

• Spend time reading Hebrews 11, known as the faith 
chapter. Let God speak to you as you read about the 
great things that have been accomplished as a result of 
having faith in God. 



Prayer Tips for the Week 

• Ask God to help you remain faithful in all of your 
relationships, starting w/your relationship with Him. 

• Confess areas of your life where you have been un- 
faithful to God. Pray & ask for His forgiveness. 

• Pray & ask God to help you model His faithfulness & 
forgiveness in all of your relationships. 

• Thank God in prayer for the unfailing love, faithful- 
ness, & forgiveness that He has given you in your life. 

• Pray for someone that has wronged you. Ask God to 
guide you in attempt to reconcile the relationship.
